How Pretendant Game to Be 
Foaled — Strange Instances 
of Persistent Sterility. 



The General Stu<l Hook is full of disappointments 
in regard to horse breeding. ;iu<l |>:irti<-ul:irl.v in 
connection with mares. A famous mare. Adelaide, 
by Newminster. was barren five years in siicecs- 
sion. then had dead twins and slipped foal the next 
year, Caiitiviere. one of the most noted of mates, 
and of wliieh Lord Falmouth said when he cave 
$17.6X0 for her that sueli a mare was a necessity 
for any stud, missed her first year and had a dead 
foal her seeond. Aliee Hawthorn missed her first 
year and of late there has l>een no greater instanee 
than the fatuous Signorina. which slipia-d foals 
to Sheen two years following, then rested a year: 
she was liarren the year after, being in all ten 
years at the stud l»ofnre she had a living foal, but 
the patience of her Italian owner was rewarded in 
Signuretta. 

This patience of breeders has oftt lines brought 
out the right results in the end. There was a 

notable ease of that kind in France sente years 
ago. The best mare in that country was Predes- 
tinee, by Mr. IVaggs. Bred in 1X4:!, she was raced 
until mhe was eight, and then for five successive 
years to different horses she was barren. At last 
Henry Jennings, who lmd trained her. suggested 
tU^^h^y^ould Is- turned loose in a well inclosed 

kicked to death, would he no loss. This exiieriinent 
tried, the animals became fond of each other and the 
old mare produced a colt foal of not much account 
aa a racer, but sent to Faugh-a-Ballagh when her 
first bantling was at foot — and at this time she 
was fourteen years old — she became the dam of 
Pretendant, quite a good horse, as he was second 
in the Uoyal Hunt t'up at Ascot under the high 
ini|s>st of 114 pounds. After producing Pretendant 
she also had three others, and died at the age 
of twenty- two. 

CASES OF STBANGE STERILITY. 

In case of sterility among horses the most notable 
instance was that of The Earl, by Young Melbourne 
— Hay Telia, by Stoekwell. As the winner of the 
Crand Prix de Paris he was one of the best of his 
year, and it was said that S. Cookson gave the 
Marquis of Hastings $15,000 for him. Put to the 
stud at five years old and considered precious, he 
was given a limited subscription, and none but 
foaling mares allowed to hint in his first season. 
Although there was no ostensible reason for it, no 
marcs stood to hint, though, for two seasons, and 
then, at great expense, Mr. Cookson had a large 
walled-in paddock laid out for him with n box in 
one comer without a door, and so he could run 
in and out as he pleased. Fed on roots, too. and 
not heavily in the winter. Mr. Cookson’s view be- 
ing to keep him to nature as much as possible. It 
was no use. though, and for several years the 
Nat-sham Hall yearlings had to Is* described as by 
The Earl or The Palmer — one colt only, the Earl of 
Dartry, being supposed to have been possibly his 
Doctor Freeman, the eminent medical mail and 
breeder of race horses at Hath, took him to try fur- 
ther experiments upon, but he was no use, and a 
ItUssiau at last got The Earl for $125. 

Another horse that turned out hopelessly was 
Charon, the winner of the Brighton Cup ami other 
good races, but his was a case of inability, and for 
a long time it was thought The Kush, by Hermit, 
would have been useless; but patience in this case 
gave satisfactory results, and he subsequently 
proved himself to lie a successful sire. Not so in 
the case of Fruice Barcaldine, the Lincolnshire 
Handicap winner of 189X. as, being shipped to 
South Africa, it was found that none of his mares 
were in foal, and proving sterile in the land of his 
adoption, lie was tinsexed and ridden as a hack 
by an official in high office. 

One rule or general custom came into use through 
the wisdom or liberality of a Marquis of West- 
minster, as, when Touchstone had reached the age 
of 29, it was found that, none of his mares of 
the previous season was in foal. Orders were given 
to inquire into every case, and it being well as- 
certained that there was no exception, all the fees 
were returned to the subscribers. On this the rule 
has been that if a horse's services in a season have 
been absolutely nil the fees are returnable, and it 
is reasoned that on the grounds of custom they would 
lie recovered in a court of law. There was a case 
in Devonshire of a carthorse serving a hundred 
mares in a season, and there were general com- 
plaints concerning his efficiency. The owner was 
by no means averse to leave the matter to general 
opinion, and the Westminster precedent was brought 
forward. It was clearly proved, though, that one 
mare was got in foul and was thought sufficient to 
give the stallion the benefit of the doubt, or, as the 
faruicrs put it, “It saved his bacon.” 

WORKING MARES AND THEIR FOALS. 

The quest ion as to working of mares after four 
or five mouths of lieiug in foal must Is* considered 
in a variety of ways. It has lieen shown that a 
mare five mouths gone will win a long tiring race 
under even punishment, with no bad results ap- 
parently. Several winners of the (Jesa re witch can 
Is- quoted, and when Noelie. a French mare, won 
the Prix Imperial at Paris over four miles by a 
short head in November, and was so exhausted that 
she had to be sup|N>rte<l to the weighing stand, she 
lmd a good colt foal the following April, that sub- 
sequently, under the name of Don Curios, was a 
notable winner over long distance*. This proved 
that neither the mare nor her offspring was iujiired 
by a somewhat undue liberty on the former’s exer- 
tions. There are cases of limiting mares going well 
until Christmas and foal in the following May. 
and it is often undiscovered that bus mures doing 
their regular routine of daily work are in foul until 
within six weeks of their time. This would be the 
work to injure an animal in such a condition, as 
they nre so often pulled up sharp on their haunches. 
In almost every parish there are cases of working 
up to within a fortnight or even later. There was 
one instance certainly of the plowman seeing 
that there was something wrong with one of the 
pair he was steering, and, pulling her up directly 
and having her out of the gear, she had a fine foal 
in five minutes. 

The power of a inure is so great that she can 
throw her foal in quicker time than almost any 
other animal, and it has lieen well ascertained by 
travelers that the foal will gallop away with its

The transfer of the Ken- 
tucky Handicap to the Downs gave that track another noted race that attracted a crowd of almost Derbr 
day proportions. The increased value of the stakes and overnight purses served to bring many of the 
best horses iu the country to the Downs, with the result that the racing was of a higher calilier than 
ever liefore.

King Plaudit Runs Fastest Mile 
of the Year — Another Whitney 
Two-Year-Old Wins. 



NEW YORK. N. V.. June 2. — not. clear, sultry 
weather and practically little or no wind aided the 
letter (lass of horses in today’s races at Bolmont 
Park in recording exceptionally fast time. The 
predictions of trainers who prepared their horses 
at Belmont Park early iu the year that the newly 
constructed track would astonish turfmen and prove 
as fast as Saratoga no longer seem improbable, the 
fast time being hung up daily indicating that tlicir 
statements were not at all exaggerated. In the 
main race of this afternoon, the Seariugtown Han- 
dicap. J. E. Widcncr’s French -hrcil colt Trotnpc La 
Mort knocked a fifth of a second off ttie mile and 
a sixteenth track record when lie led home Pastoral 
Swain in the fast time of 1:44%, while in the 
following race Princeps equaled the record made 
by the Widener colt. Even faster was King Plau- 
dit’s race, the Brookside Stable three-year-old run- 
ning a mile in 1:36%, the fastest of the year, in 
winning the second race. Plenty corroborative evi- 
dence of a fast track. 

The Searingtoii Handicap provided a thrilling fin- 
ish. the lightly weighted Pastoral Swain seriouslv 
threatening Trompe Iat Mort in the final eighth anil 
almost passing him in the last few strides. The 
French -bred colt was forced to the limit to with- 
stand tlie powerful closing rush of the much im- 
proved Beach Stable’s candidate. 

King Plaudit, making his first start since the 
Pimlico meeting, when he ran fourth in the Preak- 
ness. confirmed the good showing he made in that 
event by running a splendid race today, qualifying 
handsomely for his engagement in the Latonia 
Derby, for wliieh he will be shipped west in a 
day or so. King Plaudit displayed a wonderful 
turn of speed in today’s race, going the mile in 
1:36% according to the official timer, while several 
private timers caught the Plaudit colt as fast as 
1:36%. His performance was highly iiupressivi- 
and bears out the repeated statements of his 
trainer that King Plaudit is a colt of superio- 
merit and would later prove it. 

Princeps made a runaway of the fifth, leading 
by a wide margin throughout, while the favorite. 
Bolster, badly riddou, never had a chance under 
incoiniH-tent handling. 

James Rowe introduced another Whitney young- 
ster in Leviathan, a son of Whisk Hrmnn II — 
Greyhound, which won the closing daslt in good 
style.

Track Stables Crowded to Overflowing with Good 
Horses — Eternal and The Wanderer Arrive. 



CINCINNATI, O.. Juno 2. — Latonia presented 
animated scenes throughout the day. Several s|m>- 
eials. ill addition to the regular trains, brought here 
the hulk of the thousand or more of horses flint 
took part in the racing at Churchill Downs. With 
the arrival of these numerous ones this afternoon 
it puts stabling at a premium, for every stable lias 
its full quota and it will Is* a problem for the 
track superintendent where to quarter late comers. 

The many improvements to the plant has altered 
it in appearance and made it more commodiuous. 
The track is in excellent condition and if no rain 
falls to mar the occasion, next Wednesday may wit- 
ness the lowering of some of the traek reeords. for 
even ordinary ones an 1 working in sensational time. 

The hundred and one details required for a sue- 
cessful opening have lieeii looked after by general 
manager Matt J. Winn and resident manager Haryr 
F. Breivogel. Every indication points to this being 
the banner of all big meetings ever staged over the 
Milldale course. 

The Inaugural Handicap at a mile and a sixteenth 
with its $4,000 added, which features the o|iening 
day’s card, promises to exceed expectations, for 
with the arrival of the pair of cracks — Eternal 
anil Tlie Wanderer — from the east and the prospect 
of the latter starting in the race, injects additional 
interest. There is likelihood of at least twelve 
going to the isist in the race and probably tlie field 
will comprise Tlie Wanderer. The l’orter. Rancher, 
Midway, HeavcrkiU, Courtship, St. Bernard, Major 
Parke, Freeeutter, Diversion, Buford, Omoinl ami 
Rifle. 

Tlie above are all in excellent fettle and have been 
working well in their preliminaries. 

Eternal is intended to start in the Latonia Derby, 
to be run Saturday, and he came yesterday, with 
others comprising the James W. McClelland stable 
that is to Is- campaigned here. 

Among the visitors at the track this afternoon 
was former general manager John Hachnieister. 
He just returned from Naples. Fla., where he has 
iss'ii sojourning since tlie transfer of the Douglas 
Park and Latonia tracks to the Kentucky Jockey 
Club. Mr. Hachnieister has no immediate plans 
for tlie future and will take it easy for some time. 

The improvements to the clubhouse, wliieh in- 
cludes a pavilion where miituel tiekets can lie 
bought, is a feature that will lie appreciated by 
the clubhouse contingent, for they can pluce their 
wagers without inconvenience anil avoid the con- 
gestion of the big pavilion. 

The entire clerical force ab the track was busy 
during the day making out badges to owners, train- 
ers and others that enjoy the club’s privileges. 

Appications for club membership continue to 
IMtur in ami the club feature of this plant promises 
to mount to proportions of that of Churchill Downs 
before long. 

GOSSIP OF GREAT ENGLISH STUDS 



Eligible List Includes Sir Barton and Practically Lillian Shaw a Star Filly and Winner of the 
Every Other Crack in Training. Fastest Kentucky Oaks Ever Run. 



NEW YORK. N. Y., June 2.- — The improvements 
that will add to the comforts of tlie patrons of the 
Empire City Racing Association arc well under way 
and will be completed in ample time for the ojiciiiiig 
on July 12, when tlie summer meeting is to be 
inaugurated. 

The Empire City Handicap of $5,000 at one mile 
and an eighth, the outstanding feature of the o|>en- 
ing day, has practically every higli-class horse in 
training on its eligible list. Should the weather 
bo propitious the record for the race — 1:51 — held 
jointly by Andrew Miller’s great gelding Reamer 
and S. C. Hildreth’s Dalmatian, made in 1918 and 
1910 respectively, should be surpassed, as the track 
is lightning fast. Reamer and his wonderful career 
on tlie turf are well known. His performance in the 
Empire City Handicap with 128 pounds up was 
among his best races. As for Dalmatian, he was 
undoubtedly a high-class three-year-old, and car- 
ried 118 pounds when he achieved his victory in 
a good field. After being spld to go abroad he won 
several good races in England. 

Good as Dalmatian was. it is the opinion of ex- 
ports that the Empire City Handicap and the 
Empire City Derby in 1919 will see a better colt of 
the same age under silks in Commander J. K. L. 
Ross’ Sir Barton. On Saturday trainer H. G. Bed- 
well reserved a dozen stalls for Sir Barton, Cudgel, 
Milkmaid, War Pennant, Foreground and others 
which he will race during tlie Empire meeting. 

It is a question whether there have ever been so 
many good three-year-olds in training in any one 
season as during the current year, and this fact 
renders the achievements of Sir Barton all the more 
remarkable. It was generally known early in April 
that Cudgel was the trial horse for Sir Barton. The 
public trial for tlie Kentucky Derby at Havre de 
Grace, when both Cudgel and Billy Kelly were used 
to pace the son of Star Shoot, was regarded by many 
trainers as unduly severe. The mile and an eighth 
was covered in 1:54%, and the opinion was freely 
expressed at the time that it was too much to ask 
of a tlirce-ycar-old so early In the season, and es- 
pecially on a day when tlie air was cold and raw. 
Mr. Bedwell .knew his horse, however, and his 
judgment lias been amply vindicated by the per- 
formance of his great colt.

Tracery’s Children of Fine Promise — Cox Horses 
to Bring High Prices. 

Writing of English breeding of the highest class, 
W. Allison has this to say in a recent Sportsman: 

“The Panther has brought his sire. Tracery, 
much into the limelight, and so I availed myself 
of an opportunity this morning to drive out to the 
Hamilton Stiul and see a quite exceptionally good 
filly- foal by Tracery. This is a chestnut filly, 
dam Signorinetta, which is this season visiting 
Leinlierg, and the reiiort of its great merit was by- 
no means exaggerated, for I have not seen a better 
foal this year. Foaled April 1, it is little more than 
a month old, but quite as big as many that are a 
month older, and the mare is doing it exceptionally 
well. So far as it is imssihle to judge a foal. I 
should say that this one has a great future. That 
it should be a chestnut is a little curious, as 
neither of its grandsires nor graddams were of 
that color, and Signorinetta’s earlier foals have all 
Ison hays or browns, even though two were sired 
by Cicero. Her yearling colt, by the way, is by 
Sou in Law. and 1 hear a great account of him. 
It may be that the color of the Tracery filly is 
due to that horse’s maternal granddani, I’laisanterie, 
and again it may come from his graudsire. Sain- 
foin, or Rook Sand’s granddam, St. Marguerite. 
Then, too, L’Ete, the darn of Chaleureux (the sire 
of Signorinetta). was a chestnut, so there are plenty 
of ways of accounting for the color, and if the foal 
should develop into a second Plaioanterie L>rd 
Rosebery will have no reason to complain. Sig- 
norinetta herself has improved a great deal since 
her early days at the stud; she seems to have 
lengthened and become much more like her dam 
than she used to is-. She may be the mare to breed 
a champion to Lemberg, which lias develoiied into 
a grand stallion, and should make a lot of money 
if he and tlie late Mr. Cox’s other horses come up 
for sale. Lord Rosebery has sent him two other 
mares besides Signorinetta. These are Limincr- 
muir and Sixpenny, both daughters of Montcm. one 
by Sunstar and the other by William the Third. 
Beautiful young mares they are. too. with excep- 
tionally good legs aud great quality. Another notable 
m.ire on Lemberg's list is Gay Laura; tlie dam of 
Gay Crusader (her first foal) aud Manilnrdo (her 
second). She is only ten years old now, aud is 
certainly as valuable as a brood mare can possibly 
be. 

“As yet nothing is known as to the disposal of 
the late A. W. Cox stud and stable, hut if there 
is to bo a sale 1 think that a syndicate should la- 
found lo buy Gay Crusader, as it may be that no 
individual capitalist in this country will see his 
way to put down sufficient money to secure tlie son 
of Itayardo for himself, and in that case Argentine 
or American buyers might prevail and take the horse 
away from this country. I cannot see that Gay 
Crusader is likely to make less than 40.000 guineas 
($205,000), and he might make 50,000 guineas 
($256,000) without surprising anyone who is con- 
versant with stallion values.”

So far tin- Australian champion. Gloaming, l:as 
lost only two of his fifteen races. His stake 
winnings to date amount to $58,843 and u $500 cup. 

The Pons farm near Nashville. Tenn., recently ad- 
vertised for sale in Daily Racing Form, has been 
disposed of at the wonderfully cheap price of 
$30,000. 

May racing in New South Wales. Australia, was 
again stopped during the early part of May by a 
second and more violent epidemic of influenza, which 
is still raging in nearly tlie whole of Australia. 

In recent pedigrees printed in these columns there 
were two errors, of course. Riley’s sire was Long- 
fellow, not War Dance, and the dam of Voter was 
Mavournecn. not by Kols-rt le Diable, but by the 
Irish horse Barealdine — Gaydene, by Alliert Victor. 

Great crowds daily throng tlie big English race 
meetings. At Chester May 13 there were 22.560 paid 
admissions. May 14 — Cup day — the attendance was 
80,983 and May 15 tlie spectators numbered 34,224. 
a total of 137.763 for the Uiree days The gate 
receipts were $183,280, of which the City of 
Chester, owner of the course, got one-eighth — 

$22,912— for the relief of the towu's taxatiou. 



The success of the fine filly Lillian Shaw in the 
Kentucky Oaks calls attention to tlie fact that 
Jefferson Livingston’s stable is doing better for 
him tiian it did last year. Then it won $ 32 , 807 , 
comparing poorly witli its $56,813 of 1917. This 
year liis horses have already won $24,827, so unless 
extraordinary ill fortune intervenes it seems prob- 
able his stable is in for another good year, as good, 
IM-rliaps. as 1917. It is fair to presume that credit 
for much of this improvement is due to the skill of 
trainer Jaek McCormack. 

Lillian Shaw only captured one race in twenty 
attempts as a two-year-old. But. in running second 
in seven races and third in four others she gave 
proof that she was not without racing merit, and 
probably unlucky not to have won oftener. It lias 
been different this year, she having already won 
four races out of five run. Her first start was in 
a purse race of three-quarters of a mile at Lpx- 
ington April 24. She was so little thought of that 
when she won her $2 tiekets in tlie mutuels paid 
$126.50. She carried 107 pounds and defeated Re- 
gain. 115 iHiiinds: L'gotal, 110. and seven more fil- 
lies in 1:13%. Her next race was in the Ashland 
Oaks, in which over a heavy track she ran third lo 
Regain and Delico. May 3 she won at a mile in 
1:39%, from Iwin. The Colleen Bawn. Delieo and 
Lady Fair Play. Then she was taken to Liuisville. 
and there on May 9 won another purse race at a 
mile, this time in 1:38%, with Bellsolar second. 
Flyaway third aud five other speedy fillies un- 
placed. This was a fine performance and one that 

gained her many adherents when it came to tlie 

running of the Kentucky Oaks. How she won that 
coveted race last Saturday is of such recent oc- 
currence as to lie fresh in tlie minds of all inter- 
ested. However, it is wortli while to point out 
that it was the fastest Kentucky Oaks ever run 
at its present distance, also that the fine filly 
Milkmaid was fairly and squarely beaten on her 
merits.

Asked bow long a 
mare should be worked is 'fore foaling, it w. ;:ld If 
safe to say that she should not be raced or hunted 
after she had gone six months in foal ami five 
months would be more reasonable. She cauld do 
steady harness work seven miles an hour up to 
eight months and slow cart work or to plow or 
harrow up to three weeks, provided the man in 
charge of her was a steady, careful fellow. Quiet 
work is no doubt good for them. The horse is a 
meditative animal, thinks a good deal of ell that 
is to come, and a little exercise and excitement 
may help a mare iu the anticipation of her trouble.

GREAT SUMS FROM ARMY HORSE SALES 

LONDON, England, June 2. — The total sum re- 
l*orted for sales of army horses and mules in all 
theaters of war now amounts to $67,145,099. Amount 
received during last week from animals sold for 
work is $905,785. and sold for meat $1,182,470. 
In the Uuited Kingdom 91.819 horses anil 2.805 
mules have been sold since the armistice, producing 
a total of $17,092,580. an average of $188.56 per 
horse and $111.75 per mule. Five hundred ami 
twenty mules have ls*en sold since last week to 
Portugal for $91,000 at $175 per bead. The director 
of remounts has now issued orders for the resump- 
tion of stiles of horses, which was temporarily 
suspended at the end of April. 



NEW YORK, N. Y.. June 2. — Ail incident ac- 
centuating the honor and confidence men of the 
turf have in each other was brought out a few 
days ago when John Walters handed a defective 
memorandum of a transaction on a race which had 
ls*cn run a couple of days Is 1 fore to the person who 
hud made the wager. The ls*ttor interested lias 
l*ecn connected with turf affairs for many years 
ti mi. in making out iiis slip as customary, put down 
the amount of the liet lie wanted to make and 
s'gneil it. hut never added tin* most iin]sirtant part 
of tlie ileal — the uauu- of the horse upon which lie 
wished to ls*t. As Hie account is a weekly one the 
error was not discovered iiuiil the bookkeeper was 
alsmt to enter the item in tlie ledger. 

Walters interviewed the ls*ttor as soon as In* 
saw him and. handing him tlie slip, pointed to the 
fact that in* had neglected to name the horse 
on which he had wagered. "Now,” said 
Walters, “you just think what race and what 
horse it was you wished to play on that day and 
put it on tin* slip and if it was a winner I’ll pay 
you and if it was n loser I’ll charge it to your ac- 
count.” This request left it entirely to tlie hon- 
esty of tlie player to decide for himself. Tin* man 
replied that he made several liets that day could 
not for the moment just designate the horse on 
which that, specific wager was made. “Just lake 
the slip home and sleep on it.” suggested Sir 
Walters. “May l>e tomorrow your memory will In* 
refreshed, but remember, any horse’s name you 
write on that slip suits me. whether it is a win- 
ner or a loser. I just want to know whether to 
place under the ’pay’ or ‘collect’ column in tlie 
records.”

VALUABLE LATONIA JUVENILE STAKES 



Cincinnati Trophy, to Be Run Last Day of Meet- 
ing, to Net Winner Over $7,500. 



CINCINNATI, O., June 2. — Tlie most valuable 
springtime stake for the juvenile division in the 
west is the Cincinnati Trophy race, to be run at 
Litonia on Saturday, July 5, the closing day of 
the meeting. This race closed with 133 entries 
at $20 each. It costs $150 additional to start, and 
the Latonia association will add $5,000 to the race. 
If as many as ten two-year-olds go to the post the 
stake will have a net value of $7,890 to the win- 
ner. making it a pretty piece of money for some 
western two-year-old to pick up. 

AU the best of the juvenile division in the west 
are entered in this race, and at this writing it looks 
as though the field might lie comjiosed of more 
than ten horses. The llarry Payne Whitney stable 
lias six entered for this event, although he has dis- 
posed of three of its original entries. Jefferson 
Livingston and M. C. Moore have each named six 
of their youngsters to go, anil E. R. Bradley, 
W. F. Poison and the Williams Brothers are repre- 
sented by five each. But few eastern owners are 
represented in the slake, the big stable there over- 
looking the fact that this race is one of the richest 
events in the west. 

The Cincinnati Trophy lias produced some stirring 
contests in tlie past. Originally it was named the 
Fleisciimann, but when Julius Fleiselimaiin retired 
as president of the Latonia Jockey Club the new 
owners continued the race as the Cincinnati Trophy 
and also added a handsome silver cup or service 
of some kind to the winning owner.

PEACE TREATY HANDED TO AUSTRIA 



ST. GERMAIN. France, June 2.— The peace treaty 
was bunded to the Austrian delegates at 12:39 p. m. 
today. The meeting did not convene mil it 12:25, 
owing to the late arrival of President Wilson, due 
to the blowout of a tire oil liis automobile. He was 
the last of the delegates to reach tlie chateau. 

Premier Clemenceaii in his instructions to the 
Austrian delegates informed them no oral discus- 
sions would be allowed, and that all written ob- 
servations must lie submitted within a maximum 
period of fifteen days. The Austrian peace treaty 
provides: 

Austria must accept the covenant of the League 
of Nations and tlie lalsir charter. 

8lie must renounce all her extra- European rights. 

She must demobilize all her naval and aerial 
forces. 

Austria must recognize the complete independence 
of Hungary. 

Austrian nationals guilty of violating international 
laws of war to be tried by allies. 

Austria must accept economic conditions and 
freedom of transit similar to those in German 
treaty. 

Sections dealing with war prisoners and graves 
are identical with German treaty. 

Guarantees of execution of treaty correspond to 
those in German pact. 

Western and northwestern frontiers (facing Ba- 
varia and Switzerland) unchanged. 

Austria must recognize independence of Czechoslo- 
vakia and Jugoslavia. 

Austria is recognized as an independent republic 
under the name “Rcpiihlic of Austria.” 

Austria must recognize frontiers of Bulgaria, 
Greece, Hungary, Poland. Roumnnia, Czechoslo- 
vakia and Jugoslavia us at present or ultiuiatelv 
determined. 

Boundaries of Austria. Czechoslovakia anil Jugo- 
slavia to be finally fixed by mixed commission. 

Czechoslovakia and Jugoslavia must agree to pro- 
tect racial, religious and linguistic minorities. 

Both new Slav nations and Uoumania must a 
sure freedom of transit and equitable treatment < f 
foreign commerce. 

Austria must recognize full independence of all 
territories formerly a part of Russia. 

Brest -Litorsk treaty is annulled. 

AU treaties with Russian elements conelu ii .! 
since revolution annulled. 

Allies reserve right of restitution for Russia and 
Austria. 

Austria must consent to abrogation of treaties cf 
1839 establishing Belgian neutrality. 

Austria must agree to new Belgian boun.h.ri -s 
as fixed by allies. 

Similar provisions with respect to neutraliiv 
boundaries of Luxembourg. 

Austria must accept allied disposition of 
Austrian rights in Turkey and Bulgaria. 

She must accept allied arrangement with t:.-.-- 
many regarding Schleswig-Holstein. 

Austrian nationals of all races, languages ami re- 
ligious equal before the law. 

Clauses affecting Egypt, Morocco, Siam and China 
identical with German treaty.

Beautiful and Early Fish Which 
Repays the Taking. 



VornclotiN Biting; Rock Bax* Are Best 
in Stream*. and Rifllea and Give 
One Thrill* Aplenty. 



When winter’s chilly breath 1ms passed, and the 
balmy winds of tin- southland compel us to again 
l»* truant, as oft w<* were iu life’s springtime wlieu 
we hid our Issiks in the old sycamore and fished 
for sitnuies down at the Big boulder, and hie to 
the stream or lake that we may forget for the 
moment the cares and burdens of the hour, let no 
one doultt the pleasure of the trip iu the absence 
of trout or hlack bass fishing, if there be a goodly 
sprinkle of rock bass, or. as they are commonly 
called, goggle-eye. 

This fisli — may their tribe increase! — though not 
so sportive or game as the black bass, is far from 
being a slacker, anil on light tackle gives one 
thrills aplenty when hooked. 

Tlie color of the ris k bass is rich, pleasing and 
beautiful, being a dark olive-green along the back, 
blending into orange-yellow on the sides, the close- 
lying scales sparkling iu the sunlight as thougli 
sprinkled with gold dust. On the gill cover there 
is a prominent black spot, and tbe iris of the eye 
is red. 

Tlie following terse remarks regarding this “joy- 
maker” are taken from the Outdoorsman’s Hand- 
book. that excellent volume which should be in the 
imssesskm of every sportsman. “Caught during 
summer and autumn in tlie clear waters of lakes. 
’Minds and rivers, in the Great Lukes region and the 
Mississippi Valley as far south us Louisiana, with 
worm or small- fish bait, on the smallest black 
liass rod and tackle. Weighs up to one and a half 
IMHinds.’’ Tlie average weight, however, is probably 
half a pound or a little less. 

They are voracious biters in tlie spring, and are 
taken equally well by either primitive or modern 
tackle and methods. 

In most instances the rock bass found in 
streams put lip the best fight. Look for them 
along tlie shore, near submerged rocks, logs, partly 
hidden stumps, in deep pockets in the rocky bottom, 
in tlie quiet water at tlie edge of riffles, in (lie 
riffles, and especially among the roots of trees 
overhanging the bank. 

The choice of tackle is. of course, a personal one, 
hut it goes without saying that tlie most of us will 
pass up tlie old cane pole, cotton line and many- 
colored float — those treasures of youth! — for lighter, 
more elegant equipment. The following list of 
accessories will be found about right for rock bass 
fishing, at h-ast that has been my experience. 

TOOLS AND BAIT FOB BOCK BASS. 

Let the roil lie a fly rod. reel seat below tlie 
hand, not under nine feet in length and made of 
any material. I use a high-grade steel rod with 
satisfactory results. Reel, single action fly reel, 
eighty or one hundred yard size. Line, soft dressed 
silk of twelve or fifteen pounds’ test. (It may 
lie waterproofed, more or less, by soaking in a 
warm mixture of thin oil and vaseline for about 
twenty minutes, removing tin* surplus by drawing 
tin* line through a cloth. Unwind from reel and 
dry at tlie dose of each day’s fishing.) The book 
may Is* coupled directly to the line so far as results 
are concerned, hut a throe- foot single gut leader 
is more “scientific” and business-like , and is here 
reis an mended. If desired, snelled hooks may lie 

used with equally good results. 

Witii further reference to the hook, the No. 1 
Sproat or l’ennel. or tlie No. 22 Cincinnati Bass, 
will lie found good in liotli size and style. Keep 
them sharp with a small sharpening stone or file. 

You may use one or two split-shot sinkers and 
a float if you like, hut usually I employ neither. 

1 have had by fur tlie best success with nice, 
fat worms dug the same day used. Select large 
oiies of pinkish color, which is easily done in the 
spring, and then forget ubout the rule that says 
you must use only a single worm for bait. This 
may hold good for some fish, but certainly not for 
rook buss. 

l’ut on two or three of the largest worms, more 
If smaller, passing tin* hook through a small portion 
of each near the center. I>rop this writhing, wig- 
gling, tantalizing mass near a goggle-eye and if lie 
is ut all iu a iiiting mood it will lie snatched 
instantly. I have found this manner of baiting 
for these fisli far superior to any other and have 
caught them by this method when they absolutely 
refused uuythiug else. 

Ixitcr on. in June and July, when they lie along 
the shore as the shades of evening gather, snapping 
up the luckless insects that fall into tlie water, put 
• mi a fly line, six-foot leader, anil fly-fish for them. 
You will Im* surprised at the charm and sport they 
afford. 1'se only small trout flics, the Black Gnat 
and White Miller lieing good. 

A strong point in favor of the rock bass, and 
one whit h should stimulate keeping the streams 
well stocked is that tin* best fishing for them fre- 
quently occurs when the soring weather is at its 
I M*st and tlie hlack liass season closed, thus afford- 
ing many piscatorial excursions that would other- 
wise lx* missed. — W. O. C. Ellis in Field and 
Stream. 



GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



General weather forecast — Hie warm wave will 
break in this section tonight with showers and 
thunderstorms; fair weather will prevail in the 
trans-Mississippi region following the rain in the 
Mississippi Valley today.

CHICAGO, 111.. June 2. — The tide of brawn and 
steel that crashed against Cliipiliy ridge nine months 
ago to launch tiie American army’s victorious of- 
fensive in tlie M disc- Argi uiiie rolled through Chicago 
on parade today. Six thousand veterans of .tin* 
l’rairie Division — tin* scarred survivors of tlie old 
1st. 3d and 7th Infantry Regiments of tlie Illinois 
National Guard — were in line, led liy MaJ. Gen. 
George Bell. Jr., and Col. Joseph B. Sanlsirn. acting 
brigadier. It was the final review of tin* 131st ami 
12Htli Infantry ami the 108th Divisional trains. The 
parade was the climax of the most impressive 
welcome Chicago ever gave returning troops. The 
jubilee iM-gan liefore dawn while tlie soldiers’ 
trains were standing on sidings in the outskirts of 
the city, and did not end unli! the last squad had 
entrained for Camp Grant and demobilization. 

WASHINGTON. D. C.. June 2. — Increasing tele- 
phone and telegraph rates put into effect last Jan- 
uary 21 under an order of Postmaster General Burle- 
son were upheld today by the Supreme Court. Tin* 
court held that under the joint resolution by which 
the wire systems were taken over by tin* government 
there was authority for interfering witii intrastate 
rates. Tlie court held tiiat the authority conferred 
by tlie resolution and the act were war l>owers eon- 
fcrnsl on tlie president and that the power of the 
federal government “was supreme anil conclusive.” 
The opinion was unanimous. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., June 2. — Dismissal by 
federal courts of lialieas corpus proceedings insti- 
tuted by Kilwaril A. Kutnely, former publisher of tlie 
New York Mail, to prevent his extradition to Wash- 
ington from New York to answer indictments charg- 
ing violation of tlie trading with the enemy act 
was upheld today by the Supreme court iu disposing 
of upiieals brought by Humcly. 

LONDON. England. June 2. — Tin* trial of all 
Austrian war criminals liefore an Inter- Allied tri- 
bunal is one of the main terms of tlie treaty with 
Austria, according to the Daily Mail today. The 
other two are: til Surrender by Austria of all of 

her merchant fleet : i2i demobilization of the army, 
navy and tin* air forces; (die reparation clause is 
incomplete). , 

Jl'AUEZ, Mexico, June 2.— Reports from reliable 
and trustworthy sources today an* that Chihuahua 
City was attacked iu force yesterday by Gen. Villa 
and tli'ii. Angeles. All communication Is cut off 
lM-twecn Juarez and the southern city. Reports from 
Mexican sources are that the fight at Chihuahua 
City is still in progress. 

PARIS. France. June 2. — Tin* reply of the allied 
governments to the German counter proposals, the 
Echo dc Paris says, will Is- handed to Count Brock- 
ilnrff-Rautzuit on Friday. It will Is* a refusal of 
tin* German proposals. Tin* Germans will lie told 
they must either accept or refuse the allied condi- 
tions liefore June 25. 

HALIFAX. N". S., June 2. — A vessel believed to 
In- tin- five-masted auxiliary schooner Commandant 
Clmlles of Bordeaux, France, is helpless with a 
br-'ken rudder and is being battered by gules 500 
miles south of here, according to a wireless message 
to Hu- marine deinirtiueiit from an unidentified 
steamer.

“It is not so much what yon get as the fun of 
it.” is a pretty good motto for the real sportsman. 
Give me the red-blooded man or boy who is game 
for a long, hard hike, or a day spent patiently wad- 
ing a lake or stream, with the chance of a fish 
or so at the cud of tlie day. or as tlie case may be 
a couple of bunnies or birds. 

And think of the fresh, bracing air. the appe- 
tite you bring home with you. and, liest of all, the 
delightful memories of a day spent close to nature. 

To yon who dwell here in onr big, busy town I 
have this to say: You have plenty of opportuni- 

ties to satisfy all your cravings almost at your 
doors. There are plenty of bass in a dozen dif- 
ferent places within an hour’s ride of Chicago by- 
trolley or rail. If you have the patience of the 
true fisherman or hunter you can satisfy your 
most ardent cravings. 

First we will take a little trip toward Joliet. 
Oil tills route we liave Lambert “The Sag.” where 
there are several large quarries. Here you find 
bn ss, both large and small, and all you liave to 
do is get ’em — not tlie easiest thing in the world 
to do. but still possible. A little further on is 
Lemont; or. to lie precise. Walker’s Gate. Here are 
about half a dozen quarries of varying sixes — a 
beautiful place for an outing. I have spent some 
delightful times there and brought home the bacon 
nearly always. 

SPORT FROM LEMONT TO ROMEO. 

Beyond Lemont is Romeo. There are plenty of 
pretty spots in this part of the country, but to 
iny way of thinking Romeo takes the cake, plate 
and all. Romeo ip particular appeals to tlie 
women folk; it is so picturesque, quiet anil restful. 
On one particular trip out there, if I remember 
rigiilly, two ladies had six hours’ rest out of the 
ten or twelve we wore there. Yes, Romeo is a 
delightful place for resting. Also there are plen-ty 
of opportunities for bathing, boating anil picnicking. 
It was here, on one particular occasion, that the 
Img for the day consisted of rabbit, frog legs, plover 
and bass — not too mncli of each, but just enough. 

Now, let’s take a little trip on tlie third rail 
out to tlie Fox River. That there are some delight- 
ful s|Kils along this stream no one will deny; hut 
as a possibility for tlie limiter or fisherman plenty 
of folk are skeptical. I liave been out there on 
several occasions and returned empty handed. On 
the other hand, I’ve taken some good strings of 
bass out of the river iu the vicinity of Glenwood 
Park and Batavia. Plenty of plover, snip** and 
rabbits are to lie found in the same neighborhood, 
and while the ducks are flying there ari* always 
chances for the hunter to get in a shot or two 
around tlie numerous sloughs. Quite a few hunters 
whom 1 know sing their praises of tlie country 
around Yorkville. 

PHEASANTS, PLOVER, SNIPE TO NORTH. 

Now. let us take a little ride out. on tlie North- 
western, say as far as Park Ridge, and hunt over 
toward the Des Plaines. In this particular spot you 
will see almost as many pheasants as yon would 
in an English game preserve. Of course 1 ain 
writing of the closed season. They are harder to 
find after lieing shot at a few times. On tlie Soo 
line from Scliernierville north is another good s|wit 
for almost everything iu the line of game — 
pheasants, rabbits, plover and Riiijie lieing quite 
plentiful. Some ducks are shot in this locality, 
too, as there are a numlM-r of streams and ]ionds. 
From Scliernierville as far as Rondoiit tlie limiting 
is all one could wish for. 

SupiMise we take a trip toward Kankakee. Yon 
don’t have to go far in this direction to find 
game aplenty; also several small lakes in the 
vicinity of Monce. which are really worth while. 
We leave the car. say at’ Crete, ami starting out 
in almost any direction you can find a veritable 
sportsman’s paradise. If you want rabbits there 
are plenty around tlie cornfields or along the hedge 
rows. If you prefer plover or snip** the meadows 
are there— and so are tlie birds. I remember one 
September day iu -'-rticular when I saw more 
plover and snipe than 1 have ever seen liefore or 
since on any one day, and four of us each got the 
limit and there didn’t seem to lx* any birds missing 
from the flocks either at the cml of the day’s 
sport. 

PLENTY OF FISH ABOUND MONEE. 

A little south of Crete we come to Monee, and 
believe me. here's where there’s something doing 
at all seasons. I)o you wish to fisli V Well, go to it. 
There are two nice lakes hero, well stocked, ami yon 
can get them almost any way. But if you prefer 
the fly roil here is where you can have all the 
sport your heart desires. .In tlie larger of tlie two 
lakes there are small mouth bass aplenty, and 
they seem to prefer tlie fly to any other bait. 
There are also plenty of crappies, blue gills and 
a few pickerel. For tlie fly fisherman here is 
really the finest spot I know of in tlie vicinity of 
Chicago. 

Here also is the spot preferred by most hunters 
wlio travel this route. There „re woods — and more 
woods — witii squirrels, rabbits and an -occasional 
coon. About three years ago a cyclone visited this 
section, following a watercourse through the tim- 
ber, and left a picturesque jumble of blown-down 
trees. This made a particular good cover for 
ltr’er Rabbit, and lie sure takes advantage of it. 
They are here in myriads — and then some. It’s a 
case of now you see them — and now you don’t. 
To the man who likes the excitement of quick 
shooting I would say. Go down there! You will 
get all the tin-ills yon want — and rabbits too. 
provided you are quick enough on tin* trigger. 

BIRDS, RABBITS AND SPORT EVERYWHERE. 

I like this one sjmt nlmut as well as any I ever 
limited in. You don’t have to look all day for 
game, and you don’t liave to complain aliout not 
getting enough exercise. If you hunt that blow- 
down over a couple of times .von liave done some- 
thing that will prodm-e a real appetite. It’s an 
ideal s|Mit to break in a novice if you would 
have li ini develop a truly quick hunter’s eye. A 
friend ami myself liave hunted this spot many’s 
tlie time, and hope to comb it over a few times 
more. We also attempted tiie breaking in of a 
couple of embryo nimrods — my boy Billy and his 
pal Howard. 

As hunters they have not yet become a big hit- 
hut we have great hopes of them developing, tin 
their first trip Billy developed tin* finest case of 
“buck fever" 1 ever saw. We were skirting the 
blow-down with no success— the boy all aglow with 
anticipation, when a bunny suddenly went out right 
at his feet. He gripped his gun tighter, glued his 
eyes onto the rabbit and yelled: “There he goes. 

Dad! Get him!” When questioned later as to why 
lie didn’t do tlie "getting” Billy said nothing. He 
didn’t liave his usual alibi. 

From Monee south we have the Peotone marshes — 
a good spot for birds and rabbits. Here's where the 
mail with a good dog can always lie sure of getting 
a fair hag. Tiie undergrowth is dense, and a dog 
is really a necessity. East of tin* trolley line from 
Gri-le south of Bradley the timber is heavy ill spots, 
and there are quite a number of deep draws. Goons 
were there aplenty, and several foxes were shot 
there during tin* past season. 

Yes. Brother S|Mirtsmau. you don’t need to worry 
much ' a Isiut tlie diminishing supply of game around 
tin* big burg. You can gel it yet — nut in as large 
quantities as formerly, maybe — hut you can get a 
s|Mirtsinan’s share. And what is of more iui|Nirtauce. 
you can get plenty of fresh air and keep yourself 
young and healthy, which is of the most ini|*ir- 
tance to you and your family.— W. G. Bishop in 
Sports Afield.
